About two hours later, they got call from the police. 
Diane had been playing eerie game peek-a-boo with 
night watchman Wakefield factory. The unnerved 
watchman had called the police. The cops had taken 
Diane the emergency room Melrose-Wakefield 
Hospital, where psychiatrist diagnosed her mentally 
ill and dangerous. Because she had medical insurance 
that covers this sort situation, Diane was admitted 
Glenside, private hospital Jamaica Plain. Since she 
refused have herself admitted voluntarily, she was 
admitted pink Glenside she was kept 
under heavy sedation. the time she was released, 
days later, Isaac had found another place live and was

Sampling California crop

may recall that before the year 
turned were busily trying 
catch with new stuff the 
market. Now that spent the last 
two months looking recent develop- 
ments and future prospects, return 
our diligent but means onerous 
tasting duties. have already sampled 
some wines from the North Coast 
counties California; now move 
down large, growing, and promising 
group districts known, probably too 
superficially, the Central Coast. 
Stretching from just south San 
Francisco Bay, near San Jose, Santa 
Barbara 300 miles down the coast, this 
region includes such diverse areas the 
Santa Clara Valley, the Santa Cruz 
Mountains, and Monterey, San Benito, 
San Luis Obispo, and Santa Barbara 
Counties. The wineries are also diverse: 
huge, corporate Almaden and Paul 
Masson one end the scale, large 
family outfits Mirassou, for example 
the middle, individualistic 
artisans like Ridge, Mount Eden, David 
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Services 
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Bruce, and Chalone the opposite ex- 
treme. Other wineries interest this 
region include Gemello, Roudon-Smith, 
Santa Cruz Mountain Vineyard, Hoff- 
man Mountain Ranch, Firestone, and the 
six visiting this column. There 
are similarities among least some 
Central Coast wines; though much the 
region, reason altitude air move- 
ment, cooler than much the North 
Coast, the wines often have overripe 
quality, perhaps because the weather 
sunny. Even more notorious are their 
vegetal tastes, due partly 
soil and partly the accentuated varietal 
character, particularly Cabernet 
Sauvignon and its cousin, Sauvignon 
Blanc (Fume Blanc). More obvious red 
wines, these aromas and tastes may 
obnoxiously resemble asparagus when 
extreme, or, when subtle, may impart en- 
hancing bell-pepper-like complexity. 
Thus, white wines have been more suc- 
cessful than reds the Central Coast, 
especially certain parts northern 
Monterey.

We'll review recent offerings half- 
dozen wineries.

net. The Zin, mostly Lodi grapes, 
nice balance woody flavors and fine, 
berry-like fruit. The 1979 Gamay, fruity 
enough, tastes hot; the 1977 Petite Sirah, 
from North Coast grapes, full and 
fruity. Cabernet Sauvignon Trois 
Cuvees, blend from 1976 and 1977 
North Coast grapes, astringent and 
weedy. All all, good work and good 
promise. Lohr wines are distributed 
Ruby Wines Everett.

The innovative Mirassou family, 
growing grapes and making wine since 
1854, sold third million cases 
1980 with its whites, reds, lone 
rose, and four sparkling wines. Like Lohr, 
the winery San Jose; the grapes are 
grown mostly Monterey. 

Steve Mirassou’s visit here 
tasted three 1977 Cabernet Sauvignons, 
which provided interesting contrasts, and 
cask-sample ‘78. The 1977 Home 
Vineyard Lot Santa Clara Cabernet 
Sauvignon comes from relatively young 
vines surrounding the winery and has 
none the minty and vegetal features 
the Monterey wines. Dark color and 
holding lots fruit, simpler, softer, 
lighter, and more forward than the 
Montereys. The regular ‘77 Monterey 
Cabernet Sauvignon weedy, vegetal, 
and tannic. The ‘77 Monterey Harvest 
Selection Cabernet Sauvignon, top the 
line, intense, young, and reserved 
wine already showing complexity; 
likely has fine future. The very 
dark and intensely redolent 
eucalyptus, still young and simple but 
has good potential. 

From own tastings, can attest that 
both the regular and the Harvest Selec- 
tion 1978 Chardonnays are well-made 
wines, and that the 1972 Late Disgorged 
one the finest-ever 
sparkling wines California. Mirassou 
wines are distributed Ruby.

The label design Jekel wines reflects 
Bill Jekel’s artistic and filmmaking back- 
ground, but the wines testify more pot- 
able talents. Located Greenfield, 
Monterey County, the winery heading 
for 35,000-case-per-year capacity six 
varietals (Pinot Blanc, Johannisberg 
Riesling, Chardonnay, Gamay Beaujolais, 
Cabernet Sauvignon, and Pinot Noir) 
harvested from 140 acres vineyard.

then called press conference demon- 
strate how incorrect and misleading the 
jingle was.

Not all questions about our food have 
such simple answers, course. Now the 
CSPI has just begun the first systematic, 
nonprofit investigation into wide range 
foods and chemicals; its work will 
focus the behavior that results from 
these foods and chemicals. Young, who 
came the CSPI after earning doctor- 
ate biochemistry MIT and doing re- 
search molecular genetics Yale for 
three more years, heads. the new project, 
called Environment Behavior. 

Environment Behavior hopes link 
health changes within the central nervous 
system the way people think, concen- 
trate, remember certain foods. Its 
aim warn the public about these 
foods and encourage the government 
agencies that regulate contents and label- 
ing legislate change. 

Young was Boston last week talk 
about the new project, and over cup 
decaffeinated coffee and some herb tea 
she discussed the center’s work.

What not widely known, says 
Young, that nearly percent all 
soft drinks including Coca-Cola, Pepsi, 
Dr. Pepper, Mountain Dew, Sunkist 
Orange Soda, the new apple-flavored 
Aspen, and many the powdered ready- 
to-mix fruit drinks contain high levels 
caffeine. 1977, the USDA released 
some stunning figures about consumers 
caffeine, including statistic that 
showed percent children between 
one and two years old ingesting the 
equivalent nine ounces soft drinks 
each day. 

The industry, Young points out, has 
never satisfactorily explained why caf- 
feine put into soft drinks; claims the 
reason taste, but the CSPI suspects caf- 
feine may added create depend- 
ency. Most parents, adds Young, 
aware that their children are getting such 
high daily doses caffeine. 12-ounce 
can cola contains between and 120 
milligrams caffeine, cup coffee 
between and 150. other words, 
child’s cola contains about much caf- 
feine coffee. Some children, 
says Young, drink half-gallon soft 
drink every day, and since more than 350 
milligrams day can create depend- 
ency, adults should aware those 
levels.

Pan-fried dumplings ($2.85) are 
cliche, but cliches are effective means 
communication. They were here, any- 
way, for this was the most successful dish 
sampled. Each pastry was given 
extremely crisp crust, nice touch that 
enhanced flavor end. 

hard describe the shrimps with 
diced scallions ($6.75) because they had 
discernible taste, either pleasing 
otherwise. The shrimps felt fresh the 
tooth, but the tongue received sensa- 
tion from biteful. till now, only 
certain American breakfast-cereal makers 
have mastered this arcane art. 

Mysterious flavored chicken ($5.25) 
pleasant blend fowl, baby corn, and 
sweet pepper. is, however, er- 
roneously billed spicy dish. this 
hot and spicy, corned beef and cab- 
bage. was tasty, and suffered only from 
misleading labeling. 

Even the tea lacked strength. re- 
turn lunch picked chicken Sichuan style 
($3.15), dish know damn well ought 
impressive the tongue. Alas, too 


was only shadow what expected. 
This one-beer-only food. 

Don’t get wrong. Except for those 
poor shrimps, everything ate Chang- 
sho was okay food. It’s just that there 
refined North Cambridge, the chef seems 
have picked the ancient Brahmin 
technique blanding. you have 
visiting fireman who wants Chinese food 
but really meat-and-potatoes 
guy, take him here. feel home.

Virgil Thomson praise obscurity

others nod knowingly, many grimace and 
change the subject, and the remaining 
few murmur approvingly. Composer Vir- 
gil Thomson maintains that when 
scored Stein’s two operas, his response 
was most like that the head-scratchers.

Whether Stein’s work simply enig- 
matic resolutely unintelligible, 
seduced musical ear from the 
very beginning. been attracted her 
work from the first time ever saw it, 
when was student Harvard. found 
little book, 1919 this was, called Ten- 
der Buttons, and thought this was the 
most entertaining thing ever read. used 
aloud said Thomson. 
when went live Paris, knew

The two first met 1925, when 
Thomson, up-and-coming composer 
and critic, was and Stein 51. The two 
hit off famously, and Thomson quickly 
favored member her distin- 
Paris circle writers and artists.

Not that the average Meet the Press 
guest of, say, years ago would con- 
fused with the late verbal improvisor 
Lord Buckley. But the relatively trust- 
ful mid ‘50s, well before personality 
journalism flourished and every jerk- 
water local anchorperson was considered 
celebrity, Meet the Press least cre- 


ated the illusion that the interviewee was 
the spot.

that all pickup cartridges exhibit. The 
quality playback sound will nearly 
indistinguishable from that emerging 
from the recording mixer the studio. 

this writing, odds are good that 
within two years you will buy 
digital-audio-disc (DAD) player and the 
PCM-encoded digital audio discs play 
it. 

few months ago, the outlook for 
digital audio discs was not positive. 
The difficulty was not technical; the 
engineering problems making DAD 
players and records have been solved. (Of 
course there will continuing debates 
audiophile circles over whether PCM 
sampling rates kHz are high 
enough for flawless sound reproduction, 
but such arguments are not likely dis- 
turb the manufacturers.) No, the basic 
obstacle was get the people who will 
making the players and records agree 
common standard format: Unlike 
tape machine, which can make its own 
recordings and therefore have 
compatible with the rest the tape 
players the world, digital disc player 
like phonograph.

the right channel exhibited frequent 
thumps and crackles, some which 
measured paltry below peak 
recorded levels. Dolby tracking 
both tapes was very poor, and there 
was distinct lack any signal above 
kHz. Consequently, the sound 
the Dolby-on and CrO* switch posi- 
tions was very dull. Removing the 
Dolby and changing the equalization 
naturally brightened things bit 
but also introduced quite bit odd- 
order harmonic distortion. The stereo 
image, with respect sounds not 
coming from extreme left right, was 
not all precise, and our homemade 
recording though noise 
was higher sounded cleaner and 
more open and had better frequency 
balance. The two tapes sounded 
better the Nakamichi than they did 
the Sony. 

The Mobile Fidelity tapes were 
more impressive. seems its 
habit, the company has essentially 
done everything right.
